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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment of paper no. 10 and the election of paper no. 12, 
filed on July 09, 2001 and October 1 1 , 2001 respectively, are 
acknowledged. 

Claims 1-33, 35, 36, and 41-57 are canceled. 

Claims 34, 37, 38 and 39 are amended. 

Claims 78-1 14 are newly added. 

Claims 40, and 58-114 are non-elected. 

Claims 34, 37, 38-39 are pending. 

Applicant's election of Z is substituted aryl (claim 34) in Paper No. 12 
is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point 
out any errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated 
as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Further, the election of species on substituted aryl is lifted due to no 
art was found. 

Therefore, claims 34, 37, 38-39 are presented for examination. 

Claim rejection 

<* The following is a quotation of the, second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the 
applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 34. 37. 38-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 34, the phrase "R represents ..." is indefinite because the 
moiety "NR" has been canceled. Further, for Z equals "substituted aryl", 
"alkyi" is redundant to Z equals "alkylaryl". "substituted" for Z other than 
"aryl" is vague because the substitutions are not specified. 

Claims 34, 37, 38-39 are rejected. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection 
presented in this Office action.
